'of .‘he gallant officer: ' 

Dear Mrs. Skene: 

It is with th£ greatest regret that I 
have to iuform you of the death of 
your husband, Lieut. S. D. Skene, who 
has served so faithfully in this battal¬ 
ion for some time past. • 

The unfortunate incident declined 
at 9 o’clock on the evening of ihe 10th 
of October. He was an intelligent 
officer of the battalion at the time and 
took out a patrol along the, bank of 
the Scarpe canal. Unfoitunately in the 
dark he and his party came upon an 
enemy machine gun post, which im¬ 
mediately opened fire on our men. 
Two of our party were instantly kill¬ 
ed, among whom your husband was 
olie. He received machine gun bul¬ 
lets in the head and chest. ’ Other 
members of our party were wounded, 
which made it necessary for the whole 
party to withdraw immediately. ’The 
body was not brought in, but when 
we advanced the next day we found 
that the Germans had properly buried 
him on the south bank of the canal, 
about one mile northeast of the vil¬ 
lage of Biache' St. Vaast. Grave 
marks the spot where he fell and a 
temporary wooden cross has been 
erected there on which has been paint 
ed, his name, rank, regiment and 
date of his death. 

A few days previous, to be exact on 
the 27th September, aad agate on the 

1st October, on which dates the battal¬ 
ion successfully attacked the enemy, 
the splendid work and gallantry of 
your husband contributed largely to 
the success of the operations. 

As an officer he will be very hard 
to replace, and as a friend we all miss 
him sorely and cherish hi* memory 
along with many other good boys who 
have made the supreme sacrifice in 
the present conflict^

A TRIBUTE FROM FRANCE 


It seems as though Great Britain 
has done all her gigantic war work 
without a word as to how she was do¬ 
it. And now that the war is over 
there aie many things being said in 
her praise; the best is said by those 
who suffered by her side. The follow 
ing is taken from the Echo, Paris, 
and shows how greatly France valued 
the help and comradeship of Great 
Britain.

Mr. F. A. MacKenzie so well known 
in Canada, especially by his recent 
book, “Canada’s Day of Glory" pub¬ 
lished by William Briggs of Toronto, 
has recently done us the honor of giv¬ 
ing us first hand what he has seen of 
he Salvation Army work in France 
und England. 

“Is the Salvation Amiy doing its 
part ?’’ 

“I have had opportunity both in 
France and England of seeing some¬ 
thing of the admirable work done by 
he Salvation Army for our troops. 
!n this work of helping the fighting 
men tending sick and wounded, and 
comforting the sorrowing and deso- 
•ate,. The Salvation Army has borne 
and honorable, distinguished, and in 
many ways unique part. Both the 
Canadian nnd British branches of the 
Salvation Army have not been able to 
do all they would like because owing 
to some official difficulties they have 
not been able to send their workers 
upto the French lines. The Americans 
have been more fortunate. When I 
was with the American Army in Lor¬ 
raine' in the spring,- the praise of the 
Salvation Army girl was on all their 
lips—her doughnuts and pies had won 
the good will of the fighting m£n. 1 
do not know if she preached- to the 
boys. I never heard of hp-doing so. 
But she sewed on their buttons, mend¬ 
ed their uniforms ,and gave them a 
welcome when they got back in the 
support lines from the fighting trench- 

“The same work has beer, done on 
a considerable scale by the British 
and Canadian Salvation Army oiga- 
nization working together along the 
bases in France from Dunkirk to Le- 
Havre. Your people started here by 
feeding the soldiers. Now, I can 
quite understand that some people 
who have not been out of Canada 
may ask why we place such an em¬ 
phasis on feeding. In Canada food is 
so abundant that everyone takes it 
as a matter of course. I have been 
amazed since landing here ten days 
ago, at the abundance, the richness, 
the variety of your food. To tell you 
the truth rometimes when I sit down 
to the dinner table in my hotel, ' it 
seems as though the food would choke 
me, when I think that my wife and 
children awa^ in London are on nar¬ 
row closely considered rations, with 
nothing to spare. I know that the 
people of Canada would, if they could 
cut their food in halves to send it to 
the-people at home and to the boys at 
the front just as they have made so 
many other splendid sacrifices. But 
you cannot do that because there are 
no ships to spare to take further 
foodstuffs over. In England and 
France the food is limited. In the 
military camps they gather up the 
very grease from the dish- water to 
save it and turn it to other purposes. 
A poor man is given more meat in a 
single course in Toronto than the 
King of England himself has for a 
week’s rations. It sounds hard to be¬ 
lieve, but it is true.” 


FUNERAL OF MR. SPANKIE 

Mr. Herman Spankie, whose death 
occurred on Tuesday, Nov. 26 at his 
home near Vulcan was only sick for a 
few days from influenza when he pass 
ed away. Mr. Spankie came to Al¬ 
berta from Petersburg, Ill., in 1912 
and located east of Vulcan, and during 
his short stay here had been very suc¬ 
cessful in his endeavours. He was rec¬ 
ognized among his neighbors as a 
skillful farmer and through his ener¬ 
gy he left his family well provided 
for. He leaves a widow, three daugh¬ 
ters and eight sons, one daughter and 
seven sons living residents of the 
Brant and Vulcan district. The fun¬ 
eral took place on Thursday, Nov. 28 
from the family residence, interment 
being made at Vulcan. Two daught¬ 
ers, Sister Kathrine and Sister Gene- 
ieve of Chicago and Collinsville res¬ 
pectively and Charles of Petersburg 
were the only members not residing 
in Alberta and they were unable to 
be present at the burial services.

egg production, it was found that 
early pullets produced eggs at an av¬ 
erage cost of 16.7 cents, late pullets 
28.2 cents; two-year old hens 95.1 cts.; 
three year old hens $8.76 per dozen. 
Figures somewhat similar to these 
could be produced in larger quantities. 
The early pullet and it is the only 
bird that should be kept for winter 
egg production and it is the winter 
eggs that pay. A dozen of eggs at 
Christmas is worth two or three doz¬ 
en 4n May or June. Early pullets 
mean early eggs and early chicks in 
the spring which means early pullets 
in the fall. As a rule, the pullets 
that lay earliest are the best layers so 
that every pullet that lays before 
Christmas should be marked. They 
are your best layers. If you are kill¬ 
ing oiT year old hens, do not kill hens 
that moult late in the fall. They are 
your best layers and with your best 
layers should always be mated male 
birds from good layers. The male is 
more than half the flock. A male 
from a good laying strain and espec¬ 
ially from a good laying mother will 
do more to build up the laying quali¬ 
ty of the flock than any other one 
thing. Don’t use then for _ breeding 
purposes, cockerels whose pedigree 
you know nothing about. Better pay 
a good price and get a good bird.

Poultry Superindent Says 
That Such A Scheme 
Is Quite Feesible 


Now is the time to buy a 
Kitchen Cabinet at your own 
price. Buy one for Xmas 
for the wife. 


“Poultry and eggs alone pay Can¬ 
ada’s National War Debt,” says Mr. 
Fred C. Elford, Superintendent of the 
Poultry Division of the Dominion Ex¬ 
perimental Farm, Ottawa. And he 
produces the following figures to 
prove it: 

“Canada’s net national debt on Oc¬ 
tober 31, 1918,. was $1,247,000,000. 
We have adopted the slogan, “One 
hundred hens to every farm, ten hens 
to every urban lot.” That would mean 
taking 1,000,000 as the round number 
of Canadian farms 100,000,000 hens in 
the country, and 10,000,00 hens in the 
cities, towns and villages, a total ef 
110,000,000. Of course everybody in 
the city could not keep hens, and many 
would not even if they could. But 
many people in the suburban districts 
of the cities, and in the smaller towns 
agd the country villages could keep 
more than 10, 20, 30, 50 and 75 per¬ 
haps. So take an average of .ten. A 
good select hen will produce 200 eggs 
a year. But taking a low estimate of 
ten dozen eggs a year (120) for 110,- 
000,000 hens and we would produce 
1,100,000,000 dozen eggs a year. 

“At the present time we consume 
in Canada 23 dozen eggs per head of 
population per annum in Canada. We 
could increase this allowance to 50 
dozen, a total of about 35,000,000 doz¬ 
en. We use less than 25,000,000 doz¬ 
en of our eggs at the present time 
for incubation. Suppose, we increase 
this to 50,000,000 dozen. That would 
total 400,000,00 dozen for Canadian 
consumption, a very liberal allowance. 
We would then have left for export 
700,000,000 dozen at an average price 
of say 40 cents per dozen. That would 
! bring $280,000,000 per .year into the 
country from eggs alone. The inter¬ 
est on our debt of $1,247,000,000 at 
6 Yi per cent will amount to $68,585,- 
000. We would pay this interest and 
apply a balance of $213,415,000 to re¬ 
ducing the principal every year. In 
less than six years Canada’s hens 
would wipe out the total monetary

BE SANTA CLAUS TO YOURSELF THIS YEAR

He had to admit that it was: "Come 
whereOhe be%r is plenty.” 


The Government has directed m 
preparation of a list of claims by 
Canadians arising out of the illegal 
methods of warfare by the enemies: 
during the war. These claims arise 
through^the torpedoing of shipg. with¬ 
out warning, the aerial bombitfg of 1 
unfortified places, and commandeer- 
|ing or requisitioning without com¬ 
pensation, destruction and similar 
illegal acts on land. The Canadian 
|daims are largely limited to the first 
class mentioned. The claims relate 
to loss of life, as well as or property. 
A further list is also to be made 
covering claims for damages arising 
out of breaches of contracts _with 
neutrals which were declared illegal 
because of the neutrals making the 
claims being on the Statutory List 
of persons in neutral countries, com¬ 
monly called the Black List. All per¬ 
sons having claims indicated should 
file them without delay. The making 
of this list does not imply an under¬ 
taking on the part of the Govern¬ 
ment to put forward the claims at 
the Peace Conference, or any a^sur- 
ance that if put forward they will 
be paid. But the list should be com¬ 
pleted without delay so as to enable 
the Government to make a demand if 
an occasion therefor should arise. 
Instructions, showing the method of 
filing claims and the proof to be 
forwarded, may be obtaine'd from 
Thomas Mulvey, Under Secretary of 
State, the officer appointed by Order 
in Council to prepare, examine and 
report upon the claims.
